Name Isabella Believed 
Originally From Jezebel 


The name Isabella, uke Isabel, 
bas long been considered a form of 
Elizabeth, meaning “consecrated to 
God,"’ but it probably came orig:nal- 
ly trom Jezebel, meaning “‘conse- 
crated to Baal,’’ Baa! being the 
“false god’ of the Hebrews.
